For the unfortunate victim, it was no laughing matter. But. the 
case did, at least, prove one -point—that although confidence trickery is a 
dying trade, its surviving practitioners are bang up to date. 


In Europe and America there 
are perhaps a dozen con- 
fidence men of this calibre; men 
of education and poise who know 
how to win wealthy friends and 
influence wealthy people. But 
they ere something of a 
curiosity, They are the last 
survivers of a grest crime 
tradition. 


Once, confidence crime ac- 
counted for a large part of the 
world’s ill-gotten gains, Gangs 
of up to a dozen men and 
women stalked their victims 
often wealthy travellers — half 
‘way across the world, observing 
thelr habits, their weaknesses, 
thelr hobbies, before the gang 
leader would step in and pounce.
